The 1983 Wisconsin Act 203 authorizes cities and
counties to be designated as agents of the Department of
Agriculture, Trade and Consumer Protection for
inspecting and issuing permits and licenses for counter
freezers, bakeries, confectioneries, and retail food
processing plants.
